The pit is a relic of the tornado 
which hit here in 1928 or 1929. 
That twister, incidentally, follow- 
ed almost the identical path of 
Friday’s roaring destroyer. 

The tornado at the start cut a 
swath 100 yards wide and a half- 
mile long as it moved westward. 
Then it turned northeastwardly 
for one mile before turning north- 
westwardly and continuing on its 
path for another two miles, 

Two physicians rushed in from 
Union, Miss., bringing nurses 
with them to aid the overworked 
staff of the Newton Hospital. 

More than 20 persons were treat 
ed at the Newton Hospital, most 
of them Negroes. Attaches there 
said some of the patients were 
“badly injured.” 

One was a young girl who suf- 
fered a broken leg. 

The tornado twisted past a 
Gulf, Mobile & Ohio freight train 
south of Newton, toppling trees 
onto the cars and cutting the train 
‘into two parts. 

Newton, population about 2,000, 
‘escaped damage. 

The storm, however, felled pow- 
er lines and the town was with- 
out electricity.

$4,700,000in Road Bids 
Set New State Record 


The Georgia Highway Department has asked for, bids on 
approximately $4,700,000 in road construction—by far the 
largest single letting in Georgia history. 


The largest previous letting in a 
single month was approximately 
$4,000,000 in 1947. Except for 
that letting, Neel said, the alloca 
tions never have exceeded $3,000, 
000. The average letting is about 
20 projects totaling $2,000,000 to 
$2,500,000. This month contracts 
are being let for 37 projects in 
41 counties. 

First work on Jekyll Island ac 
cess roads will be 3.8 miles of 
grading and paving and one bridge 
beginning at the intersection of 
State Route 25 and State Route 50 
west of Brunswick and extending 
toward Jekyll. The estimated cost 
is $340,000, one half to be paid 
by the Federal Government.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13 
Democratic National Chairman J. 
Howard McGrath made the first 
Offering of the political olive 
branch to the South Friday night 
at the annual banquet of the North 
Carolina Democratic Club of 
Washingtor in the Mayflower 
Hotel grand ball-room.

Of Tragedy Relax 


Paul Renee Refoule, pronounced Ref-o-lay, is 
dead in Atlanta of cancer of the lung, and there- 
by closes one chapter of a story for which the 

final chapter alone remains to be written. 

He died in a coma with his mother and his mother-in-law, 
mother of the wife many believed he had slain, sitting by his bed- 
side, torn with the tragedy and united in affection for, and confi- 
dence in, the man whose life was ebbing before them. 

You might read the Refoule story in a book and put it aside as 
the most forced sort of fiction and romance, Even the audiences 
who flock to see the formula-mad movies would hoot at the 
Refoule story as being too tritely done, if put on film. 

The essence of the story is this— 


A young girl studying art in Paris meets a young French 
artist. He comes to America. They are married. A child 
is born. The great World War comes and France is involved with 
her ancient enemy, the Germans. They return to France and he 
goes into the army. 

He serves well, but the gray tide rolls on and at Dunkirk he 
was one of the thousands captured, as.remnants of the French and 
British armies were evacuated across the Channel to Britain. 

His wife worked through the years, often toiling in the fields 
like a peasant. The years were long and for France harsh and fore- 

, as the rest of the world struggled to check the gray tide 
that rolled to the doors of Moscow and flooded most of Europe 
with its men &nd its governments. 


Esca In 1944 Refoulé escaped from the prison camp and 
pe made his way to France. In 1945, after the liberation, 
they returned to America. 

On the night of last May 14, the strangled body of his wife was 
found in a creek back of their home, a dead Ophelia with a Georgia 
setting. ; 

Police bungled that first night, allowing the creek bank to be 
trampled and tracks obliterated; forgetting to obtain a blood type 
from the murdered woman before preparation for burial; allowing 
hordes of curious to surge about the scene all the next several days. 

Those are some of the ingredients. 

No cheap, pulp-magazine story ever contained a more over-ro- 
manticized, trite plot for a murder mystery—the falling in love in 
the Paris art colony; the marriage, the war, the capture, the prison 
camp, the faithful wife working in the fields, the escape, and the 
end of the war in victory and the return to America—and the 
murder. 


Chan e Not knowing either, or any of those involved, one can 
g but surmise. There were letters obtained by police 
which indicated a rift in the family. There was evidence that the 
man who before the war had been vital and alive, came back 
broken in spirit; changed psychologically; wanting to lean on some- 
one, not wanting to be the buffer. 

Those who knew none of them may guess that both appeared 
as strangers to one another, There are every day case histories by 
the hundreds of such changes wrought by five years of separation. 
Some bridge them again. Some do not. What the status of this 
couple was again may be only a conjecture.

Police at 
last gave it up, and in so far as the law was concerned, Refoule 
was guiltless. As he well may have been. His civil rights were 
established in trial; his suit for damages pending. 

It was inevitable, too, that there should have been a shambles 
of gossip; police were deluged with hundreds of false leads and re- 
ports. The beauty parlors crackled with one new story after an- 
other. 

His friends and family came to regard him as a martyr. He 
could have been. 

And all the while, the terribly beautiful, but awful and deadly 
flower of carcinoma, which had been budding in him in the prison 
camp, was flowering ... and now the tentacles of tragedy are 
relaxed and the last of the two chief principals are released. 

Others remain. The story awaits how, the final chapter. 

Meanwhile, you will go far and not find a story with more 
of the elements of human tragedy than this one which began 
with such high hopes ands ended in violence and death with the 
truth still hidden, though perhaps crying to be heard.

Poker Technique 
Aids Bridge Game 


One B. B. Wilson by-lines an article in the 

March issue of Esquire, which purports to teach 

the reluctant “fourth at bridge” how to play 

the game. “The Art of Coffeehouse Bridge” is the title of Mr. 
Wilson’s satiric advice. 

According to the author, “most bridge books begin with rules on 
opening. bids, making beginners expect hands like this: Spades, 
AKQ4J109 87 6 5; Hearts, A; Diamonds, A; Clubs, A. Actually, 
the average hand, exciting as a tepid bowl-of oatmeal, looks thus: 
Spades, 9 7 3; Hearts, J 4 2; Diamonds, 8 5 4 3; Clubs, Q 3 2. There- 
fore, the basic rule of bridge is learning to pass!” 

Among the passes described in the Esquire feature is the 
“hopeless pass,” in which the player wearily glances at his cards, 
utters a deep sigh, and passes in a low tone. The “reluctant pass” 
is used when the player has almost enough to bid. He then frowns, 
studies his cards, smiles ruefully and finally confesses that he has 
no pass. The “determined pass” is used when partner has ignored 
the “reluctant pass.” Player sits straight in chair, eyes partner 
sharply, and passes in a ringing tone. 


The Esquire Coffeehouse Bridge expert has a 
Forget Slams! short. word about slam bidding: forget it! 
“Slams are either bid and not made or made and not bid.” Like- 
wise, the author does not recommend any high-level double, except 
against seven no-trump when one has an ace and the lead. 

“Let the opponents worry about finesse, conventions, sign-offs 
and slam bids. By following the simple rules outlined in Esquire 
and practicing them before a mirror, anyone can make a killing 
at the bridge table.” 

That’s what Mr. Wilson has to say. Now listen to Old Jones, 
who would see a subtle significance in said Wilson’s advice. 

It seems to me Wilson is trying to lure some suckers into his 
bridge clutch. What he is planning is to join the art of bidding in 
bridge with the technique of bluffing in poker. And thereby gather 
in big winnings. P 


: Can’t you just see Wilson voicing a 
Watch Him, Fellows! “hopeless pass.’”’ With what result? Why, 


opponents, if they fall for the trick, conclude Wilson has nothing 
higher than an eight in his hand, with a 3-3-3-4 distribution. So, 
they gaily proceed to bid game or, even, a slam. When they have, 
evidently, made their final bid, Wilson, in an even more hopeless 
tone than his pass, says, “Well, double. Whosis told me always to 
double a slam bid, regardless of my hand,” 

Opponents are now thoroughly convinced that any high cards 
out against them must be in the hand held by Wilson’s partner. 
So they try to finesse.through Wilson’s partner. 

Whereupon he, the trickster, apologetically takes two or three 
or four tricks in his “hgpeless” hand and sets opponents, one, or 
two, or three, doubled and vulnerable. 

It’s nothing but the old poker bluff technique adapted to the 
bridge game. 

Take my tip. Beware any converts to the Wilson system who 
use the “hopeless,” “reluctant” or “determined” pass. 

It’s much safer to rely on the good old foot signals, under the 
table, with partner.

DES. MOINES, Iowa, Feb. 13—(UP)—Secretary of State Marshall 
Friday night hailed proposals for a Western European Political Union 
as “our great hope” and warned that an adequate and successful 
Marshall Plan for Europe is the world’s last chance to avoid Com- 


munist domination. 

Marshall delivered the address 
by radio to the National Farm In- 
stitute here. He had planned to 
speak in person but his plane was 

ed by bad weather at 
xville, Tenn., where he had to 


spend the night. 

It was made a few hours after 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee unanimously approved a 
Marshal! Plan bill calling for $5.,- 
300,000,000 for the first 12 months 
compared with $6,800,000,000 for 
the first 15 m#ths requested by 
the Administration. Marshall was 
expected to be pleased by the Sen- 
ate Committee action.

“It 
would be ‘inside information’ 
straight from Washington and I 
do not want to add all of you to 
the list of people who have man- 
aged to get in on it.” 

Some co-operatives which “as- 
sume a largely commercial aspect” 
should be taxed, Taft said, but 
not those of farmers who band 
for their own protection.
